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The  One  Hundred  and  Eighteenth  session  of  the  Seminary  began  on  Sep- 
tember twenty-fourth  with  the  matriculation  of  new  students  and  the  choice  of 
rooms.  The  formal  opening  of  the  Seminary  was  held  on  the  morning  of  Sep- 
tember twenty-fifth  with  a service  in  Miller  Chapel.  For  this  service  the  Alumni 
of  the  Seminary  and  other  friends  gathered  in  large  numbers  with  a good  fel- 
lowship that  reminded  one  of  the  gatherings  at  Commencement  time.  Presi- 
dent Stevenson  presided.  The  Rev.  John  Dixon,  D.  D.,  a Trustee  of  the  Semi- 
nary, offered  the  prayer.  The  invited  speaker  of  the  day  was  the  Rev.  Floyd 
W.  Tomkins,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Philadelphia. 
Dr.  Tomkins  is  the  successor  of  Philips  Brooks  in  that  pastorate  and  perhaps 
more  than  any  other  man  of  the  day  also  is  his  successor  in  the  spirit  and  scope 
of  his  ministry.  Dr.  Stevenson  in  introducing  him,  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  in  three  preceding  years  the  opening  addresses  had  been  made  by  veterans  in 
Christian  service,  all  octogenarians,  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Meyer,  D.  D.,  of  London, 
the  Rev.  George  Alexander,  D.  D.,  of  New  York  City,  and  the  Rev.  Wallace 
Radcliffe,  D.  D.,  of  Washington  City,  who  had  spoken  out  of  the  rich  experi- 
ences of  their  long  ministry.  In  succession  to  them  Dr.  Tomkins,  who  is  in  his 
eightieth  year  but  still  one  of  the  most  active  ministers,  brought  the  message  of 
one  far  on  in  the  Christian  race  to  the  young  men  who  are  just  beginning  it. 
The  brief  outline  of  the  address  published  on  another  page  of  the  Bulletin  gives 
the  line  of  thought  but  does  not  convey  the  fineness  of  feeling,  the  spiritual 
uplift,  and  the  beauty  and  simplicity  of  expression  which  the  hearers  of  the  ad- 
dress enjoyed. 

This  service,  together  with  the  knowledge  that  the  Seminary  has  opened 
with  a large  student  body  and  with  notable  additions  to  the  Faculty,  helped  to 
create  an  atmosphere  of  harmony,  goodwill  and  confident  expectation  for  the 
year  and  for  the  future  of  the  Seminary.  Now  that  two  months  of  the  Seminary 
year  have  passed,  it  is  notable  that  this  spirit  of  peace,  harmony,  good  will  and 
earnestness  is  dominant  in  the  campus  life. 
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The  Reorganization  of  Princeton 
Seminary 

As  is  well  known,  the  matter  of  the 
re-shaping  of  the  administrative  proce- 
dure of  Princeton  Seminary  has  been 
before  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  for  several  years. 
In  1926  the  General  Assembly  at  Bal- 
timore appointed  a Committee  of  Five 
“to  make  a sympathetic  study  of  con- 
ditions affecting  the  welfare  of  Prince- 
ton Seminary.”  This  Committee  re- 
ported to  the  Assembly  of  1927  in  San 
Francisco,  recommending  that  a sin- 
gle Board  of  control  be  substituted  for 
the  dual  control  by  a Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  a Board  of  Directors,  and  on 
its  recommendation  the  Committee  was 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  two 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
two  members  from  the  Church  at  large, 
to  a Committee  of  Eleven.  This  Com- 
mittee reported  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  1928  meeting  in  Tulsa,  Okla- 
homa, endorsing  the  recommendation 
of  a single  board  and  the  new  plan  of 
the  Seminary  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mittee in  the  previous  year.  The  Com- 
mittee was  continued  and  action  on  the 
report  was  deferred  for  a year  that  the 
affairs  of  the  Seminary  might  have 
further  consideration  by  those  interest- 
ed in  its  government.  At  the  General 
Assembly  of  1929  at  Saint  Paul,  Min- 
nesota, the  report  was  taken  from  the 
table  and  passed  by  an  overwhelming 
vote  of  the  Assembly. 

The  new  Board  of  control  was  con- 
stituted by  the  Assembly  as  described 
in  the  circular  letter  to  the  Alumni 
which  follows  this  article. 

In  order  to  meet  the  legal  technical- 


ities and  to  provide  time  for  the  steps 
necessary  in  the  amendment  of  the 
Charter  of  the  Seminary  granted  by  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  the  General  As- 
sembly made  provision  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  who  are  the  custodians  of 
the  property  of  the  Seminary,  should  be 
enlarged  and  given  the  powers  hitherto 
assigned  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
that  the  new  Board  of  control  should 
serve  as  a Temporary  Board  of  Direc- 
tors in  succession  to  the  former  Board 
of  Directors.  As  soon  as  the  legal 
steps  are  completed,  there  will  be  a 
single  Board  of  control,  viz.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
at  Princeton,  New  Jersey.  The  present 
Board  of  Trustees  is  carrying  forward 
the  process  of  legal  change  so  that 
there  is  every  prospect  that  the  whole 
matter  will  be  completed  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Assembly  in  May, 
1930. 

Though  the  process  is  incomplete, 
there  has  already  been  abundant  evi- 
dence of  the  value  of  the  simplified  or- 
ganization of  the  Seminary  and  of  the 
definition  of  powers  which  it  has 
brought  about.  It  is  assured  that  this 
simplification  and  clarification  of  the 
Seminary’s  administration  will  give  the 
institution  a new  opportunity  to  re- 
shape its  educational  methods,  the 
scope  of  its  teaching  and  its  relation  to 
the  problems  of  the  church,  in  a way 
that  will  make  it  a more  effective  in- 
strument in  fitting  young  men  for  the 
Gospel  ministry.  As  the  circular  let- 
ter from  the  President  of  the  Board 
and  the  President  of  the  Seminary  in- 
dicates, the  theological  position  of  the 
Seminary  will  remain  the  same  as  in 
the  past. 
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Letter  from  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors to  the  Alumni 

August,  28,  1929. 

To  the  Alumni,  Students  and  Friends  of 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary, 
Greeting  : 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.,  under  whose  supervision  and 
control  The  Theological  Seminary  was  placed 
when  first  organized  and  under  whose  control 
it  has  been  maintained  ever  since,  decided  last 
May  to  substitute  for  the  plan  of  dual  control 
by  two  Boards  a plan  establishing  a single  gov- 
erning Board.  The  purpose  of  this  is  to  unify 
the  administration  of  the  Seminary,  prevent 
misunderstanding,  and  better  promote  the 
Seminary’s  original  design. 

In  making  this  decision,  the  Assembly  not 
only  preserved  the  old  safeguards  of  conserva- 
tive doctrinal  teaching  devised  when  the  Sem- 
inary was  organized,  but  enlarged  and 
strengthened  them. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  new  Plan 
all  members  of  the  governing  Board  are  re- 
quired to  sign  a formula  similar  to  the  one 
made  obligatory  for  all  professors  whereby 
they  pledge  their  loyalty  to  the  Standards  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  and  declare  their  al- 
legiance to  the  Plan  devised  by  the  General 
Assembly  for  the  faithful  conduct  of  the  Sem- 
inary as  an  agency  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Thirty-three  men  who  have  the  high  regard 
and  confidence  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
were  elected  to  serve  on  the  new  Board  of  con- 
trol. They  are  as  follows :

When  affixing  their  signatures  to  the  formula 
the  new  Board,  in  order  to  assure  all  loyal 
friends  of  the  Seminary  that  there  will  be  no 
departure  from  the  conservative  doctrinal  posi- 
tion maintained  for  more  than  a hundred  years, 
unanimously  adopted  the  following  statement 
presented  by  Dr.  William  Hallock  Johnson, 
President  of  Lincoln  University : 

“In  the  one  hundred  and  seventeen  years  o.f 
its  history,  Princeton  Seminary  has  stood  with 
firm  steadfastness  for  the  propagation  at  home 
and  abroad,  and  for  the  scholarly  defense  of 
evangelical  Christianity  as  formulated  in  the 
Standards  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  In 
taking  up  the  duties  assigned  to  it  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  the  temporary  Board  of  Di- 
rectors feels  that  it  has  a solemn  mandate  from 
the  Assembly  to  continue  unchanged  the  his- 
toric policy  of  the  Seminary  and  to  do  noth- 
ing whatever  to  alter  the  distinctive  traditional 
position  which  the  Seminary  has  maintained 
throughout  its  entire  history.” 
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This  new  Board  also  requested  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty,  in  loyalty  to  the  action  of 
the  highest  court  of  our  Church,  to  continue 
in  the  service  of  the  Seminary.  In  reply  the 
following  expressed  their  willingness  to  re- 
main with  the  Seminary  and  were  constituted 
its  Faculty :

Also  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Dulles,  A.  M.,  con- 
tinues as  Librarian,  the  Rev.  William  B.  Shed- 
dan,  Ph.B.,  as  Assistant  Librarian,  and  the 
Rev.  Paul  Martin,  A.  M.,  as  Registrar  and 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 

Not  only  is  the  traditional  and  recognized 
position  of  the  Seminary  for  conservative  the- 
ology and  strict  evangelical  teaching  to  be  con- 
tinued in  loyalty  to  the  infallible  Word  of 
God  and  the  Standards  of  the  Reformed  Faith, 
but  the  reputation  of  the  Seminary  for  sound 
Biblical  scholarship  is  to  be  maintained. 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  fill  vacant  chairs, 
and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  after  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  control  in  the  early 
part  of  September  public  announcement  will 
be  made  as  to  men  of  conservative  views  and 
of  scholarly  ability  and  distinction  who  will 
be  added  to  the  teaching  staff.  All  basal 
courses  as  announced  in  the  catalogue  will  be 
given  together  with  such  elective  courses  as 
the  several  professors  may  offer.  In  addition 
the  Board  is  planning  to  enlarge  and  enrich 
the  curriculum.  The  Rev.  Samuel  M.  Zwemer, 
D.  D.,  F.  R.  G.  S.,  has  accepted  the  call  to  the 
Chair  of  The  History  of  Religion  and  Chris- 
tian Missions  and  will  begin  his  work  in 
January.  Professor  Donald  Wheeler,  A.  M., 
who  as  instructor  in  Public  Speaking  has 
hitherto  divided  his  time  between  the  Sem- 
inary and  Princeton  University,  will  now  give 
his  full  time  to  the  Seminary.  The  Rev.  John 
H.  Raven,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  Harold  McAfee 
Robinson,  D.  D.,  will  again  give  courses  as 
they  did  last  year.  Mr.  John  Murray,  of 
Glasgow  University  and  a recent  Fellow  of 


the  Seminary,  will  assist  Dr.  Hodge  in  the 
Department  of  Systematic  Theology.  Special 
lecturers  and  instructors  will  be  secured 
throughout  the  Seminary  year  as  occasion  may 
require  . Thus  the  life  and  the  service  of  “The 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Princeton”  will  go  on,  as  we  con- 
fidently believe,  from  strength  to  strength  and 
with  such  measure  of  devotion  to  Christ,  to 
the  sacred  Scriptures,  and  to  the  faith  of  our 
fathers,  as  is  coveted  by  the  loyal  friends  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  and  of  its  oldest 
Seminary.

All  the  members  of  the  new  Board 
as  mentioned  in  the  above  letter  ac- 
cepted their  appointment  except  the 
Rev.  Clarence  E.  Macartney,  D.  D.  All 
those  mentioned  in  the  letter  as  on  the 
teaching  force  of  the  Seminary  are  en- 
gaged in  instructon  this  academic  year. 
In  addition  to  these  the  Rev.  Andrew 
W.  Blackwood,  D.  D.,  has  been  elected 
Professor  of  Homiletics  and  will  be  in 
residence  at  the  beginning  of  the  sec- 
ond semester.  Professor  Andrew  R. 
Osborn  has  been  engaged  to  give  in- 
struction this  year  in  Apologetics  and 
Evidences.  Professor  George  Handy 
Wailes,  D.  D.,  is  giving  the  Junior 
Year  instruction  in  Hebrew.  The  Rev. 
Charles  Frederick  Deininger  is  teach- 
ing the  advanced  courses  in  Hebrew 
and  giving  instruction  in  Old  Testa- 
ment Introduction.  Elective  courses  in 
Arabic  and  Syriac  are  being  provided 
by  Professor  Philip  K.  Hitti  of  Prince- 
ton University. 

Biographical  sketches  of  the  new 
members  of  the  teaching  force  are  giv- 
en in  a subsequent  article. 
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The  Seminary’s  Doctrinal  Position 
and  Misrepresentations  of  It 

The  reorganization  of  the  Seminary- 
undertaken  and  completed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  was  concerned  only  with 
the  reorganization  of  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Seminary.  It  had  nothing 
to  do  with  its  theological  position,  ex- 
cept to  strengthen  the  safeguards 
whereby  it  should  be  held  to  the  teach- 
ing of  the  Reformed  Theology  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Standards  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.  A.  According  to 
the  old  Plan,  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  were  required,  on  their  elec- 
tion and  re-election  by  the  General  As- 
sembly to  the  Board,  before  taking 
their  seats,  to  subscribe  to  the  follow- 
ing formula : 

“Approving  the  plan  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  I solemnly  declare  and 
promise,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  of  this 
Board,  that  I will  faithfully  endeavor  to  carry 
into  effect  all  the  articles  and  provisions  of 
said  plan,  and  to  promote  the  great  design  of 
the  Seminary.” 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  and  of 
legacies  and  deeds  of  gift,  belong  the 
care  of  investments  and  of  the  proper- 
ty, the  safeguarding  of  trust  funds  for 
their  designated  theological  purpose, 
the  approval  of  the  salaries  of  profes- 
sors, the  administration  of  the  library, 
including  the  appointment  of  the  Li- 
brarian and  his  assistants,  and  the  se- 
lection of  books.  This  Board  has  been 
a self-perpetuating  body,  not  elected  by 
the  General  Assembly,  and  not  re- 
quired to  sign  any  declaration  of  fidel- 
ity such  as  that  signed  by  the  Direc- 
tors. 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  amended 
Charter  and  Plan,  all  the  members, 
elders  as  well  as  ministers,  of  the  one 
governing  Board,  which  absorbs  the 
rights  and  duties  of  both  Directors  and 
Trustees,  are  required  recurrently  to 
sign  the  following  formula: 

“Believing  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments  to  be  the  Word  of  God,  the  only 
infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice;  sincerely 
receiving  and  adopting  the  Confession  of  Faith 
of  this  Church,  as  containing  the  system  of 
doctrine  taught  in  the  Holy  Scriptures ; ap- 
proving the  government  and  discipline  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America ; promising  to  study  the  peace,  unity, 
and  purity  of  the  Church ; and  approving  the 
Plan  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  I solemnly  declare  and  promise,  in 
the  presence  of  God  and  of  this  Board,  that  I 
will  faithfully  endeavor  to  carry  into  effect  all 
the  articles  and  provisions  of  said  Plan,  and  to 
promote  the  great  design  of  the  Seminary.” 

Not  only  have  all  the  members  of 
the  new  Board  signed  this  declaration, 
but  in  order  that  there  might  be  no 
question  as  to  its  position,  the  new 
Board  at  its  first  meeting  made  the  fol- 
lowing corporate  declaration : 

“In  the  one  hundred  and  seventeen  years  of 
its  history,  Princeton  Seminary  has  stood  with 
firm  steadfastness  for  the  propagation  at  home 
and  abroad,  and  for  the  scholarly  defense  of 
evangelical  Christianity  as  formulated  in  the 
Standards  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  In 
taking  up  the  duties  assigned  to  it  by  the 
General  Assembly,  the  temporary  Board  of  Di- 
rectors feels  that  it  has  a solemn  mandate  from 
the  Assembly  to  continue  unchanged  the  his- 
toric policy  of  the  Seminary  and  to  do  noth- 
ing whatever  to  alter  the  distinctive  traditional 
position  which  the  Seminary  has  maintained 
throughout  its  entire  history.” 

The  amended  Charter  and  Plan  also 
continues  to  require  of  professors  at 
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their  inauguration  the  signing  of  the 
historic  formula  of  subscription,  which 
for  more  than  a hundred  years  has  safe- 
guarded the  orthodoxy  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  which  is  as  follows : 

“In  the  presence  of  God,  and  of  the  Trustees 
of  this  Seminary,  I do  solemnly,  and  ex  ammo, 
adopt,  receive,  and  subscribe  the  Confession 
of  Faith  and  Catechisms  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  as 
the  confession  of  my  faith ; or  as  a summary 
and  just  exhibition  of  that  system  of  doctrine 
and  religious  belief  which  is  contained  in 
holy  Scripture,  and  therein  revealed  by  God 
to  man  for  his  salvation:  And  I do  solemnly, 
ex  animo,  profess  to  receive  the  Form  of  Gov- 
ernment of  said  Church,  as  agreeable  to  the 
inspired  oracles.  And  I do  solemnly  promise 
and  engage  not  to  inculcate,  teach,  or  in- 
sinuate anything  which  shall  appear  to  me  to 
contradict,  or  contravene,  either  directly  or 
impliedly,  anything  taught  in  the  said  Con- 
fession of  Faith  or  catechisms ; nor  to  oppose 
any  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Presby- 
terian Church  government,  while  I shall  con- 
tinue a professor  in  this  Seminary.” 

These  provisions  of  subscription  by 
members  of  the  governing  Board  and 
of  the  Faculty,  and  the  power  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  through  its  courts 
to  bring  to  trial  the  Board  or  Faculty 
as  a whole,  or  any  member  thereof  for 
violation  of  pledges,  constitute  as  thor- 
ough a safeguarding  of  the  doctrinal 
position  of  the  Seminary  as  can  be  con- 
ceived. 

It  has  been  made  most  evident  that 
the  constant  and  persistent  purpose 
and  effort  of  those  who  are  shaping  the 
plans  of  the  Seminary  are  to  maintain 
the  historical  theological  position  of  the 
institution. 

Nevertheless,  before  the  action  of  the 
Assembly  last  May  the  assertion  was 


made  and  given  wide  publicity  that  the 
reorganization  of  the  Seminary  would 
lead  to  the  abandonment  of  this  histori- 
cal position,  and  since  the  action  was 
taken  it  has  even  been  alleged  that  the 
Seminary  has  been  “lost”  to  evangeli- 
calism and  will  go  over  to  a position 
vaguely  described  as  “liberal”  or  “mod- 
ernistic.” This  propaganda  has  taken 
the  form  of  an  attempt  to  awaken  sus- 
picions as  to  the  orthodoxy  of  members 
of  the  Faculty  and  of  members  of  the 
governing  Board,  rather  than  the  form 
of  open  charges  of  doctrinal  unsound- 
ness or  the  orderly  method  of  bring- 
ing to  trial  those  against  whom  sus- 
picions were  being  aroused. 

For  example,  it  has  been  insinuated 
that  professors  of  the  Seminary  and 
members  of  the  Board  have  in  some 
way  departed  from  their  former  Chris- 
tian faith.  For  such  insinuations  and 
for  these  attacks  upon  the  Seminary 
there  is  not  the  slightest  foundation. 
They  are  false  statements,  wrong  in- 
ferences or  groundless  suspicions.  No 
Professor  of  the  Seminary  has  voiced 
the  slightest  doubt  as  to  the  authority 
of  Scripture,  as  to  the  miraculous  birth 
and  acts  of  Christ,  as  to  His  atoning 
work,  His  resurrection,  His  personal  re- 
turn, or  any  other  doctrine  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

Most  of  the  present  Faculty  have 
been  serving  the  Seminary  for  years. 
Their  loyalty  to  the  Bible  as  the  in- 
spired Word  of  God  and  their  zeal  for 
the  great  doctrines  of  the  Reformed 
faith  are  known  to  the  students  who 
have  gone  forth  from  their  instruction. 
Some  of  these  professors  have  taken  a 
prominent  part  in  the  life  of  the 
Church.  They  have  preached  wide- 
ly throughout  the  Church ; they  have 
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spoken  at  Bible  Conferences  over  the 
country;  they  have  published  commen- 
taries on  the  NewTestament,  and  books 
and  articles  on  various  phases  of  truth 
and  doctrine ; they  have  taken  their 
part  in  the  service  of  the  Church  as 
members  of  its  Boards  and  Agencies, 
and  as  officials  of  the  Church  have  ad- 
vocated earnestly  the  maintenance  of 
sound  doctrine  and  loyalty  to  the  or- 
ganizations and  institutions  of  the 
Church.  No  one  has  ever  been  able  to 
cite  a single  utterance  or  line  of  theirs 
which  would  justify  the  least  suspicion 
or  distrust  of  their  fidelity  to  the  truth. 
On  the  contrary,  all  their  activities  are 
open  and  positive  evidence  of  their  ad- 
herence to  their  ordination  and  profes- 
sorial vows  and  of  their  devotion  to  the 
living  Gospel  of  the  Divine  Saviour. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  new 
Board  of  control  was  to  invite  all  the 
members  of  the  then  existing  Faculty  to 
continue  in  their  respective  professor- 
ships, so  that  any  disappointment  in 
the  minds  of  Alumni  that  Princeton 
Seminary  has  not  just  the  same  Facul- 
ty that  it  had  last  year,  cannot  be  laid 
to  the  charge  of  the  present  authorities 
of  the  Seminary.  Further,  if  any  alum- 
nus will  examine  the  list  of  the  Facul- 
ty as  published  on  the  inside  cover  of 
this  Bulletin,  he  will  see  that  Sys- 
tematic Theology,  Biblical  Theolo- 
gy, Church  History,  New  Testament 
and  Practical  Theology  are  being 
taught  by  the  same  teachers  who  have 
been  giving  instruction  for  the  last 
twenty  years.  As  for  the  new  teach- 
ers, they  have  given  the  new  governing 
Board  their  positive  assurance  that 
their  instruction  will  be  in  accordance 
with  the  conservative  doctrinal  position 
of  the  Seminary. 


More  recently  those  who  are  seek- 
ing to  discredit  the  Seminary  have 
been  endeavoring  to  connect  its  pres- 
ent and  future  policy  with  some  of 
the  doctrinal  implications  of  the  so- 
called  “Auburn  Affirmation,”  on  the 
ground  that  two  members  of  the 
new  Board  signed  this  document  five 
years  ago.  The  insinuations  are  that 
such  doctrines  as  the  Inspiration  of  the 
Bible,  the  Virgin  Birth,  the  Vicarious 
Atonement,  and  the  Resurrection  of 
our  Lord  are  no  longer  to  be  taught  in 
Princeton  Seminary,  or  that  men  may 
be  invited  to  preach  in  the  Chapel  or 
teach  in  the  classrooms  who  do  not 
hold  these  doctrines.  The  fact  is  that 
the  Auburn  Affirmation,  issued  in  1924 
at  a time  of  heated  controversy  in  the 
Church,  was  signed  by  many,  including 
alumni  of  the  Seminary,  who  under- 
stood that  this  declaration  was  primar- 
ily a protest  against  the  action  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  specifying  cer- 
tain particular  doctrines  as  “essential” 
doctrines  of  our  Church,  without  the 
concurrent  action  of  the  Presbyteries 
as  required  by  the  constitution  of  the 
Church.  When  the  new  Board  of 
the  Seminary  was  being  constituted 
by  the  General  Assembly  in  May,  1929, 
the  names  of  two  signers  of  the  Affir- 
mation appeared  on  the  list  of  nominees 
submitted  to  the  Assembly.  A whole 
day  intervened  between  the  nomina- 
tion and  the  election  of  the  members 
of  the  new  Board,  but  no  exception 
was  taken  to  a single  name,  though 
some  of  the  leaders  in  the  present  pub- 
lic attacks  on  the  Seminary  were  com- 
missioners with  the  privileges  of  the 
floor.  Inasmuch  as  both  of  these  sign- 
ers of  the  Affirmation  have  publicly  at- 
tested their  acceptance  not  only  of  the 
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doctrines  above  mentioned  but  of  the 
whole  system  of  doctrine  held  by  our 
Church,  and  have  further  signed  the 
solemn  formula  required  of  members  of 
the  new  Board,  it  is  manifestly  as  un- 
fair as  it  is  disingenuous  on  the  part  of 
the  defamers  of  the  Seminary  to  try  to 
make  it  appear  that  these  two  men 
have  any  intention  or  even  desire  to 
represent  a doctrinal  policy  out  of 
harmony  with  that  of  the  thirty  other 
members  of  the  Board ; or  that,  even  if 
they  would,  they  could  seriously  affect 
the  doctrinal  position  of  the  Seminary. 

In  view  of  the  facts  stated  above,  it 
is  evidently  in  order  to  call  upon  the 
Alumni  and  friends  of  the  Seminary  to 
come  to  the  defense  of  the  Seminary 
and  its  individual  professors  against 
the  false  statements  which  are  being 
made.  Let  those  who  know  the  facts 
from  their  own  connection  with  the 
Seminary  and  observation  of  it  and 
from  their  acquaintance  with  its  pro- 
fessors and  trustees,  render  service  to 
the  truth  and  justice  to  the  persons  in- 
volved and  to  the  Seminary,  by  aggres- 
sively refuting  prevalent  slanders.  This 
is  a time  for  the  Alumni  of  the  Semi- 
nary to  make  their  loyalty  active  in 
support  and  furtherance  of  everything 
that  is  being  proposed  to  make  Prince- 
ton Seminary  the  best  possible  expo- 
nent of  sound  doctrine,  of  Biblical 
scholarship  and  of  efficient  training  for 
Christian  service  and  world-wide  evan- 
gelism. 

Additions  to  the  Faculty 

The  Alumni  will  be  interested  in 
knowing  something  of  the  personal 
history  and  service  of  those  added  to 
the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  either  as 


permanent  members  or  as  acting 
teachers. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  M.  Zwemer,  D.  D.,  LL.D., 
F.  R.  G.  S. 

Dr.  Zwemer,  Professor-elect  of  The  History 
of  Religion  and  Christian  Missions,  is  not  a 
stranger  to  Princeton  Seminary,  as  he  has  twice 
delivered  its  course  of  Missionary  Lectures; 
has  been  a resident  during  one  of  his  furloughs 
in  Payne  Hall,  the  Seminary’s  Missionary 
Apartment  House;  and  has  given  instruction 
in  Missions  during  semesters  of  the  years  1918- 
19,  1922-23,  and  1928-29.  Having  accepted  the 
chair  of  Missions  he  will  in  January,  1930, 
take  up  his  residence  and  begin  instruction  as 
Professor-elect  of  Missions  and  give  his  full 
time  to  the  Seminary. 

Dr.  Zwemer  was  born  at  Vriesland,  Michi- 
gan. He  studied  at  Hope  College,  Michigan, 
receiving  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1887 
and  the  Master  of  Arts  in  1890.  He  had  his 
theological  education  at  New  Brunswick  Sem- 
inary, from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1890.  In 
1904  Hope  College  conferred  upon  him  the  de- 
gree of  D.  D.  and  in  1919  he  received  the  same 
degree  from  Rutgers  University.  Muskingum 
College  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  de- 
gree of  LL.D.  in  1918.  He  was  ordained  to 
the  ministry  by  the  Reformed  Church  of  Amer- 
ica in  1890,  and  writh  his  brother  and  another 
young  man  went  at  once  to  the  Orient  to  found 
a practically  new  mission  in  the  great  un- 
occupied field  of  Arabia.  He  served  as  a mis- 
sionary at  Busrah,  Bahrein  and  other  sta- 
tions. Not  only  was  he  a missionary 

in  the  usual  aspects  of  that  work,  but  early  de- 
veloped and  manifested  rare  qualities  of  leader- 
ship. He  interested  the  Church  at  home  in 
Arabia  as  a mission  field,  secured  support  for 
it  and  called  into  the  service  of  the  Arabian 
Mission  a group  of  strong  men.  He  displayed 
masterly  skill  in  making  friendly  contact  with 
the  people  of  Arabia  and  became  unusually  adept 
in  the  knowledge  and  use  of  the  Arabic 
language.  He  has  been  a student  of  the  po- 
litical problems  of  the  Orient  and  of  Moham- 
medanism so  that  he  is  now  recognized  as  a 
leading  authority  on  Mohammedanism  and  the 
Moslem  world. 

His  interest  extended  beyond  Arabia  to  mis- 
sions to  the  Moslems  throughout  the  world.  He 
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was  the  organizer  and  Chairman  of  the  Moham- 
medan Missionary  Conference  at  Cairo  in  1906, 
and  since  that  time  has  been  giving  himself  to 
the  extension  of  missions  to  Moslems  and  the 
study  and  publication  of  volumes  on  Moham- 
medanism and  to  the  awakening  in  the  Chris- 
tian Church  throughout  the  world,  interest  in 
and  responsibility  for  the  evangelization  of 
Moslems  in  all  lands. 

Dr.  Zwemer  is  the  founder  and  Editor  of  the 
monthly  magazine  “The  Moslem  World,”  and 
Honorary  Secretary  of  the  American  Chris- 
tian Literature  Society  for  Moslems.  This  So- 
ciety is  of  his  creation  and  is  part  of  the  ef- 
fort he  is  furthering  to  provide  Christian  liter- 
ature especially  fitted  for  the  evangelization  of 
Moslems.  In  recognition  of  his  services  the 
Royal  Geographical  Society  has  made  him  one 
of  its  Fellows. 

Among  the  books  of  which  Dr.  Zwemer  is  the 
author  are  the  following:  Arabia,  The  Cra- 
dle of  Islam ; Raymond  Lull ; Moslem  Doc- 
trine of  God ; Islam — A Challenge  to  Faith ; 
The  Moslem  World;  The  Moslem  Christ;  The 
Unoccupied  Mission  Fields;  Childhood  in  the 
Moslem  World;  Mohammed  or  Christ;  The 
Disintegration  of  Islam ; Influence  of  Anim- 
ism on  Islam  ; Christianity  the  Final  Religion  ; 
The  Law  of  Apostasy  in  Islam. 

Few  in  this  day  are  as  familiar  with  missions 
throughout  the  world  as  Dr.  Zwemer  has  be- 
come through  travel  and  personal  contact  with 
missions  and  missionaries.  As  a lecturer  in 
the  Seminary  he  has  already  proved  his  ability 
to  teach  and  to  inspire  in  his  hearers  a deep 
interest  in  missions,  and  the  Seminary  has 
felt  the  helpful  impact  of  his  spiritual  leader- 
ship. 

The  Rev.  Andrew  W.  Blackwood,  D.  D. 

Dr.  Blackwood,  Professor-elect  of  Homi- 
letics, was  born  at  Clay  Center,  Kansas, 
August  5,  1882.  He  graduated  as  a Bachelor 
of  Arts  from  Franklin  College,  Ohio, 
with  first  honors  in  1902,  and  served  for 
a time  as  tutor  in  Latin  and  Greek.  He 
spent  two  years  as  a student  in  Harvard 
University,  majoring  in  English,  graduating, 
magna  cum  laude,  with  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  in  1905.  He  entered  Princeton  Sem- 
inary as  a Junior  in  1905  and  completed  the 
Junior  year.  His  course  was  then  interrupted 


by  ill-health  and  he  took  the  last  two  years 
of  his  Seminary  training  in  Xenia  Seminary, 
which  was  near  his  home,  graduating  in  1908. 
He  was  honored  with  a Doctor  of  Divinity 
degree  by  the  University  of  South  Carolina 
in  1918.  He  was  ordained  in  1908  to  the  min- 
istry of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in 
which  he  had  been  brought  up,  and  served  as 
pastor  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Pittsburgh.  From  this  he  went  to 
the  pastorate  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Columbia,  S.  C.,  and  from  there  to  the 
Indianola  Presbyterian  Church  of  Columbus, 
Ohio.  At  both  Columbia  and  at  Columbus  his 
church  was  in  close  proximity  to  educational 
institutions  and  his  ministry  was  to  professors 
and  students  as  well  as  to  the  usual  congrega- 
tion. At  various  times  he  gave  instruction  in 
Columbia  Seminary,  South  Carolina,  in  the 
University  of  South  Carolina,  in  Xenia  Sem- 
inary and  in  the  Ohio  Summer  School  for 
Pastors.  Since  1925  he  has  been  Professor 
of  English  Bible  in  Louisville  Theological 
Seminary.  He  has  been  a lecturer  at  the  Sum- 
mer Conference  at  Montreat,  North  Carolina. 

In  the  issue  of  “The  Presbyterian  of  the 
South”  of  October  2nd,  Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle 
has  an  admirable  article  on  the  reorganization 
of  Princeton  Seminary,  and  comments  with 
enthusiasm  upon  the  election  of  Dr.  Black- 
wood to  the  Professorship  of  Homiletics. 
Among  other  things  Dr.  Lingle  says : “Many 
Southern  Presbyterians  know  Dr.  Blackwood 
through  his  ministry  in  our  Church  and 
through  his  lectures  at  Montreat.  He  is  very 
conservative  in  his  thinking  and  intensely 
evangelical  and  evangelistic.  He  honors,  ex- 
alts and  teaches  the  Bible  as  the  Word  of 
God.” 

Donald  Wheeler,  A.  M. 

The  Seminary  welcomes  Donald  Wheeler  not 
as  a newcomer,  but  as  one  who  has  made  such 
a place  for  himself  that  the  Seminary  is  now 
engaging  him  for  full  time  in  place  of  part 
time  service  in  the  Department  of  Public  Speak- 
ing. Mr.  Wheeler  is  a Bachelor  of  Arts  of 
Grove  City  College,  1908,  and  a Master  of  Arts 
of  Harvard  University,  1909.  He  had  further 
training  in  English,  Voice-Culture  and  Public 
Speaking  at  Leland  Powers  School  of  Expres- 
sion and  the  University  of  Paris.  He  taught 
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along  these  lines  in  The  Lawrenceville  School, 
1910-24;  in  the  Hill  School,  Pottstown,  Pa.,  1918- 
19.  While  at  Lawrenceville,  in  the  autumn  of 
1919,  he  began  assisting  in  the  instruction  in 
Public  Speaking  in  the  Seminary  and  in  1924 
became  a regular  member  of  the  teaching  staff 
of  the  Seminary,  dividing  his  time  between 
Princeton  Seminary  and  Princeton  University. 
From  the  beginning  of  this  session  he  is  giv- 
ing himself  exclusively  to  the  Seminary  and 
so  is  able  to  give  more  extensive  courses  in 
Public  Speaking  and  to  give  individual  in- 
struction. He  is  equipping  a laboratory  of 
public  speech  with  apparatus  which  will  reveal 
to  students  their  defects  in  speech  and  the 
method  of  overcoming  them.  He  is  highly 
esteemed  by  the  students  as  a master-teacher 
of  the  use  of  voice  and  the  art  of  public  ad- 
dress, and  as  a friendly,  incisive  critic  of 
preaching. 

The  Rev.  George  Handy  Wailes,  D.  D. 

Dr.  Wailes  is  conducting  the  Junior  year 
course  in  Hebrew  during  this  academic  year. 
He  is  a graduate  of  Princeton  University, 
Bachelor  of  Arts  1894,  Master  of  Arts  1896. 
He  was  graduated  from  Princeton  Seminary 
in  1897,  and  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  from  Ursinus  College  in 
1913.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Scots  Presby- 
terian Church,  Philadelphia,  from  1897  to  1908. 
He  has  been  connected  with  the  School  of 
Theology  of  Temple  University  since  1906, 
teaching  Hebrew  and  also  in  later  years  New 
Testament  Greek.  For  a number  of  years  he 
also  taught  the  English  Bible  courses  in  that 
school.  From  1908  to  1919  he  taught  Greek 
and  English  Bible  at  Ursinus  College  and 
since  1919  has  been  teaching  Hebrew  and 
Greek  at  the  Reformed  Episcopal  Seminary, 
Philadelphia.  Dr.  Wailes  was  a student  of 
Hebrew  under  the  late  Professor  John  D. 
Davis  and  has  followed  in  his  teaching  Dr. 
Davis’  admirable  method  of  instruction  in 
Hebrew,  which  the  older  Alumni  will  recall 
as  at  once  economical  in  time  and  effort  and 
productive  of  the  largest  returns  of  a usable 
knowledge  of  the  language.  Dr.  Wailes’  en- 
thusiasm in  teaching  awakens  in  his  pupils 
an  eager  responsiveness  in  the  study  of  He- 
brew. 


The  Rev.  Andrew  R.  Osborn,  A.  M.,  B.  D. 

Professor  Osborn  has  been  engaged  to  give 
instruction  in  Apologetics  this  Seminary  year. 
He  is  by  birth  an  Australian  and  studied  at 
the  University  of  Melbourne,  receiving  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1895  and  the  Mas- 
ter of  Arts  degree  in  1897.  He  majored  in 
Philosophy  and  was  awarded  the  A.  M.  degree 
with  First-Class  Honors  and  with  the  same 
distinction  received  the  diploma  of  education 
from  the  University  of  Melbourne  in  1911. 
His  theological  training  was  received  in  Or- 
mond College  of  the  University  of  Melbourne, 
graduating  with  First-Class  Honors  in  Old 
Testament,  New  Testament,  Theology,  Apolo- 
getics and  Church  History.  He  received  the 
Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  from  the  Pres- 
byterian Theological  College,  Montreal,  of  the 
“Continuing  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada,” 
in  1929.  He  has  held  pastorates  at  Launeston, 
Tasmania,  Warrambool  and  Melbourne,  Vic- 
toria, and  at  Cornwall,  Ontario,  Canada.  He 
has  served  as  Lecturer  in  Religious  Education 
in  Ormond  College,  the  University  of  Mel- 
bourne, and  in  the  Presbtyerian  Theological 
College,  Montreal.  He  is  the  author  of  a 
series  of  books,  among  them,  Method  in  Teach- 
ing (Oxford  University  Press),  and  The  Study 
of  Poetry  (Macmillan  Company).  Professor 
Osborn  is  dividing  his  time  between  the  Bibli- 
cal Seminary,  New  York,  and  Princeton  Sem- 
inary. His  initial  lectures  in  his  courses  in 
Apologetics  and  Evidences  have  already  won 
the  hearts  as  well  as  stimulated  the  minds  of 
the  students. 

John  Murray,  A.  M.,  Th.M. 

Mr.  Murray,  Instructor  in  Systematic  The- 
ology, is  a native  of  Scotland.  He  received 
the  Master  of  Arts  degree  from  the  University 
of  Glasgow  in  1923,  and  came  to  Princeton  in 
1924,  graduating  in  1927  with  both  the  Bache- 
lor and  Master  of  Theology  degrees.  Few 
students  have  maintained  as  high  a level  of 
scholarship  as  did  Mr.  Murray  during  his 
Seminary  course.  On  graduation  he  was 
awarded  the  Fellowship  in  Systematic  The- 
ology and  studied  in  Edinburgh.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Systematic  Theology,  finding  itself 
in  need  of  an  assistant,  turned  to  Mr.  Murray 
as  eminently  qualified  for  the  position. 
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The  Rev.  Charles  Frederick  Deininger, 

A.  M.,  B.  D. 

Mr.  Deininger  is  teaching  this  year  the 
courses  in  Advanced  Hebrew  and  in  Old 
Testament  Introduction.  He  graduated  from 
Ursinus  College  with  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  in  1915  and  was  the  valedictorian  of 
his  class.  He  graduated  from  Princeton  Sem- 
inary in  1918,  majoring  in  Semitic  Languages, 
and  was  awarded  the  Fellowship  in  Semitic 
Philology.  He  studied  on  his  Fellowship  in 
Princeton  Seminary  and  was  awarded  the 
Bachelor  of  Theology  degree  in  1919.  He 
returned  to  Princeton  for  the  year  1919-20  and 
completed  the  course  for  the  Master  of  Arts 
degree  at  Princeton  University  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Semitic  Philology  and  received  the 
degree  in  1920.  Since  then  he  has  been  pas- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Glenolden, 
Pa.,  and  has  pursued  graduate  study  in  Semi- 
tics in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  con- 
nection with  his  pastorate.  He  is  proving  him- 
self to  be  a capable  and  stimulating  teacher. 

Whitney  Jennings  Oates,  A.  M. 

Mr.  Oates,  who  is  teaching  Elementary 
Greek  in  the  Seminary,  is  a Bachelor  of  Arts 
of  Princeton  University,  1926,  Master  of  Arts, 
1927,  and  has  been  since  1927  Instructor  in 
Classics  in  Princeton  University. 

Philip  K.  Hitti,  Ph.D. 

In  accordance  with  an  agreement  between 
Princeton  University  and  Princeton  Seminary 
whereby  the  students  of  one  institution  may 
freely  avail  themselves  of  the  instruction  in  the 
other,  Seminary  students  take  elective  courses 
in  Arabic  and  cognate  Semitic  languages  under 
Professor  Hitti  of  the  University  Faculty.  He 
is  a Syrian,  born  at  Mt.  Lebanon.  He  was 
educated  at  the  American  University  of  Beirut, 
A.  B.,  1908;  and  in  Columbia  University,  Ph.D., 
1915.  He  has  been  Instructor  and  Professor  in 
the  American  University  of  Beirut,  Lecturer  in 
the  Oriental  Department  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity and  is  Associate  Professor  of  Semitic 
Language  in  Princeton  University.  Dr.  Hitti 
is  the  author  of  a number  of  books  along  the 
line  of  his  professorship.

The  established  usage  of  Princeton 
Seminary  in  the  enrollment  of  stu- 
dents is  in  accordance  with  certain 
fixed  principles,  adhered  to  in  this  as  in 
other  years.  These  are,  first,  to  in- 
form the  public  of  the  Seminary  and  to 
give  inquirers  as  fully  and  accurately 
as  possible  the  information  they  need 
and  desire,  and  to  assure  those  who 
meet  the  entrance  requirements  of  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  Seminary.  It 
may  be  added  that  the  Seminary  is  in- 
augurating a scheme  of  wider  publicity 
and  advertisement,  it  being  recognized 
however,  that  the  way  to  draw  worthy 
students  is  to  make  the  Seminary  pre- 
eminently excellent  in  teaching,  per- 
sonnel, methods  of  instruction  and  spir- 
itual life ; and  also  that  the  students  of 
the  Seminary  and  its  Alumni  are  those 
who  are  in  the  best  position  to  recruit 
candidates  for  the  ministry  and  to  di- 
rect them  to  Princeton  Seminary. 

Secondly,  never  to  disparage  or 
speak  unfavorably  of  sister  theological 
schools,  and  never  to  try  to  induce  stu- 
dents to  leave  such  schools  to  come  to 
Princeton  Seminary. 

Thirdly,  if  perchance  a student  in 
the  Seminary  makes  known  his  desire 
to  transfer  to  another  theological 
school,  to  recognize  that  in  such  a mat- 
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ter  his  own  judgment  should  be  deci- 
sive, to  put  no  obstacles  in  his  way  and 
to  assure  him  that  having  been  a stu- 
dent in  Princeton  Seminary  for  even 
a part  of  his  theological  course,  he  will 
be  regarded  as  one  of  our  former  stu- 
dents, supplied  with  the  publications  of 
the  institution,  as  far  as  we  are  in- 
formed of  his  address,  and  that  he  will 
always  be  welcomed  to  the  functions  of 
the  Seminary.

The  Christian  Ministry 

Abstract  of  an  address  delivered  by  the 

Rev.  Floyd  W.  Tomkins,  D.  D.,  Rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity, 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 

What  sayest  Thou  of  Thyself?” 

“I  am  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  Wil- 
deriness;  Make  straight  the  way  of  the 
Lord.”  (St.  John  1:22-23).  St.  John  the 
Baptist  had  a very  definite  idea  of  his  life  and 
work.  The  blessedness  of  the  work  to  which 


you  and  I are  called  is  its  definiteness.  “This 
one  thing  I do 

1.  We  are  called  of  God.  “Ye  have  not 
chosen  Me,  but  I have  chosen  you.”  “The  Min- 
istry is  not  a profession.  It  is  an  ambassador- 
ship.” 

2.  The  work  of  the  Ministry  is  real.  We 
are  not  working  on  a “supposition,”  but  upon 
definite  and  true  lines  for  a sure  result. 

3.  From  the  very  beginning  the  Minister  has 
been  ordained.  The  aged  Simeon  declared  that 
God’s  prophets  had  been  chosen  from  the  very 
beginning.  (St.  Luke  1:69).  Therefore,  we, 
as  God’s  ministers,  are  members  of  a great 
and  honored  body  existing  as  long  as  the  hu- 
man race  has  existed ; and  the  work  has  al- 
ways been  to  bring  a message  from  God. 

4.  Finally,  let  us  remember  that  this  Ministry 
to  which  we  are  called  has  the  assurance  of  the 
presence  of  Him  Who  called  us.  “Lo,  I am 
with  you.”  “My  Lord  and  I.”  It  is  this  that 
makes  the  Ministry  so  wonderfully  blessed,  in 
spite  of  our  human  weakness. 

These  great  facts  being  established,  what  kind 
of  men  should  we  be  whom  the  Lord  thus 
honors  to  be  His  ministers? 

1.  We  must  magnify  our  Ministry  and  recog- 
nize its  honor  and  power.  We  cannot  but  be 
humble,  for  we  know  our  own  unworthiness, 
but  we  can  rejoice  in  that  we  have  been  called 
to  so  great  a work  by  the  Master  Himself. 

2.  We  must  be  filled  with  joy  in  our  service. 
The  world  does  not  want  a gloomy  message, 
and  the  message  which  God  gives  is  one  of 
joy,  announced  with  a song  by  the  angels 
themselves  when  Christ  was  born. 

3.  We  must  have  a vision.  Our  Ministry 
reveals  to  us  the  certainty  of  final  victory. 
The  Lord’s  kingdom  is  coming  and  we  are  to 
prepare  the  way  for  it.  Only  as  we  vision  this 
glorious  fulfillment  of  God’s  plan,  can  we  work 
with  enthusiasm  and  faith.  We  are  not  fight- 
ing as  those  who  beat  the  air,  but  we  are  press- 
ing on  towards  certain  victory. 

4.  And  finally,  we  must  pray  that,  weak 
though  we  are  and  sadly  conscious  of  our  in- 
sufficiency, nevertheless,  there  cannot  be  fail- 
ure. Not  one  prayer,  not  one  message,  not  one 
gentle  ministration  in  the  Master’s  name  can 
fail  of  fulfillment.  While  we  are  sometimes 
tempted  to  be  discouraged,  the  Master  Him- 
self is  bringing,  through  His  own  blessing 
upon  our  imperfect  work,  the  glory  which  at 
last  shall  be  revealed. 
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Special  Day  of  Prayer 

Tuesday,  November  the  nineteenth, 
was  observed  by  the  Seminary  as  a 
Special  Day  of  Prayer.  The  usual  ex- 
ercises of  the  Seminary  were  suspend- 
ed in  order  that  the  students  might  be 
free  to  give  themselves  wholly  to  the 
services  of  the  day.  At  the  suggestion 
of  the  President  of  the  Seminary  the 
New  York  Alumni  Associaton  and  the 
Philadelphia  Alumni  Association  ar- 
ranged to  have  their  Autumn  meetings 
in  Princeton  in  connection  with  this 
Day  of  Prayer.  The  gathering  of 
Alumni  was  so  large  that  the  Chapel 
was  filled  with  students  and  Alumni  at 
the  services.  The  members  of  the  New 
York  Alumni  Association  dined  togeth- 
er at  the  Princeton  Inn,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Philadelphia  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation at  the  Nassau  Club. 

Services  were  held  in  the  morning, 
afternoon  and  evening.  The  invited 
leader  of  the  meetings  was  the  Rev. 
John  A.  Mackay,  Litt.D.  Dr.  Mackay 
came  from  Scotland  to  Princeton  for 
his  Seminary  course  and  was  graduated 
in  the  class  of  1915.  He  has  since  then 
been  a missionary  in  South  America 
and  has  become  a leader  in  religious 
work  among  the  students  of  the  univer- 
sities of  the  continent,  obtaining  un- 
usual recognition  from  the  universities 
themselves  and  exercising  a great  in- 
fluence upon  the  religious  thought  of 
the  students  of  South  America.  The 
morning  address  was  based  on  the  text 
“My  peace  I give  unto  you.”  The  af- 
ternoon service  was  given  the  form  of 
a conference  on  the  general  theme  of 
“Redemptive  Experience.”  The  even- 
ing address  was  based  upon  the  pas- 
sage “Christ  liveth  in  me,”  and  the  ser- 


vice was  concluded  with  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord’s  Supper. 

The  fellowship  of  the  day  was  so 
fine  and  the  services  so  helpful  and 
stimulating  that  similar  conferences 
may  be  held  in  other  years.
